Secretary Lansing’s statement, upon which the Y\ bite 
House refused to comment, was as follows; 
“The reasons for the sending of the note were as fol- 
i jws: It isn’t our material interest we had in mind when 
che note was sent; but more and more our own rights are 
becoming involved by the belligerents on both sides so that 
the situation is becoming increasingly critical . I mean by 
that that we are drawing nearer the verge of war our­ 
selves, and therefore we are entitled to know what each 
belligerent seeks in order that we may regulate our con­ 
duct. No nation has been sounded. No consideration of 
the German overtures or the speech o1 Lloyd-George was 
taken into account. The only thing the overtures did was 
to delay our action for a few days. Of course, the diffi­ 
culties facing the president were that our notes might he 
construed as a movement toward peace and in aid of the 
German overtures. Rut he specifically denies that such 
was the fact in the documents themselves. 
“The sending of this note will indicate the possibility 
of our being forced into the war. That possibility should 
serve to be a restraining and sobering force in safeguard­ 
ing American rights. It may also serve to force an earlier 
conclusion of the war. Neither the president nor myself 
regard this note a peace note. It is merely an effort to 
get the belligerents to define the end for which they are 
fighting.’’

The Rev. Harold Cooper, a former 
pastor of 
the 
First Congregational 
church hem', writes the Democrat as 
follows from Madura, 
India, Nov. I, 
1916. and no doubt 
it 
will 
be read 
w th interest by his legion of friends 
here: 
“Some months ago I promised to 
write you about life in India. There 
is, however, so much to write that it 
is somewhat difficult lo select from 
the mass of material. First of all, let 
me tell 
you 
about 
the 
man 
who 
washes our clothes. This representa­ 
tive of the lower caste is called the 
‘dhobi,’ 
who 
charges 
five 
rupees 
($1.66) u month whether he washes 
one garment or a hundred. But it is 
not the price 
which 
impresses, but 
ti:© method. It is always advisable ti 
affectionately bid your clothes ‘good­ 
by,' for though they may return, yet 
th**y will seem aged and perhaps tat 
ter©d and torn. The dhobi takes the 
clothes to 
the tank 
or the 
river, 
where lie soaks them in water; then 
whirling them over his 
shoulder he 
beats them for half an hour upon a 
rock, by which 
process 
the dirt is 
beaten out. lf he has 
selected the 
I stream he will then take the same 
J water first to wash his cattle, then 
to clean 
his 
body 
and finally t< 
dean his teeth, a goodly portion ot 
water being drunk in the process. 
“Sunday, Oct. 29, was a day of un 
usual experience for us. Rising at 5: 
50 a. rn., we 
prepared 
our 
bullock 
coach for a visit to church, which I.1 
nineteen miles from the railroad, but 
seven mile 
from Aruppukott&i. This 
coach is almost an 
exact reproduc 
tion of an old Tvausas prairie schoon 
er with covered top. The two bul 
locks were hitched 
to 
it 
and the 
journey of seven 
miles commenced. 
But you can not measure this jour 
ney in miles. You must take account 
of bad roads, ditches, etc., and alsc 
th© slow' gait of Indian bullocks. 
“After three hours of traveling w’e 
were met by a 
delegation 
from the 
church, who came with banners and 
drums to meet us. 
Their salutation 
was unusual. They placet! eggs In out 
hands, thus signifying their gladness 
to see us. Upon entering the churel 
we found th'* place full of christian 
people, to whom I preached partly in 
Tamil and partly in English. 
“The most pleasing thing which I 
noticed here was 
that 
the faces of 
the people were lit up by that peru 
liar light which comes 
to 
a rhris 
ti ail’s eyes .md which indicated real 
spiritual joy. 
Irr 
a few years thf 
number of converts at this place has 
grown from about IOO to nearly 300 
Examining two bovs 
who 
were not 
christians and when? father was bit 
icily opposed to their 
coming to a 
christian church, I was 
surprised to 
learn how much Un*) knew about the 
Lord Jesus Christ. It would have put 
many of our American boys to shame 
had they been present. 
“After chort h we went to visit p 
new well which th*' government has 
just bul Ii for outcasts. 
The 
highei 
class 
people 
have 
nearly 
twenty 
wells, but still 
they 
begrudge even 
this one 
to 
these 
outcasts. 
Last 
month they threw 
it 
dead 
donkey 
down the well and this month a dead 
dog. 
“It is not easy for 
a 
man to be­ 
c o m e n christian 
here. 
There 
are 
many bright young men who are col­ 
lege graduates who have taken their 
stand for Christ. 
But the price has 
been a heavy one. Only last month 
such ;i young man took his stand and 
since then he has been kidnaped by 


I wives, children and all family prop- 
j ort)-. That is, they must become out­ 
casts. But the giorv of it all is that 
men arn doing it because they find in 
Christ jin all-satisfying Savior. 
“Sometimes we have humorous ex­ 
periences which are very interesting. 
Two weeks ago I rode in a ‘jutka.’ 
°erhaps it would be more correct to

a jutka. 
This small 
conveyance 
is

larrow wagon with a covered top. To 
■limb into this wagon it is well to 
tie yourself im > a knot or to place 
our legs around your neck.

Methinks a jutka must have been in 
/ented as an instrument of torture 
luring the Spanish inquisition, trans-

Against the top and two sides 
vou bump your head and on the floor 
v'ou mump your body, tho motion sug­ 
gesting horseback riding. 
For the 
Irst mile this is a novelty.

“This jutka is drawn by an animal 
which resembles a horse.

Tosh is missing owing to poor feed- 
ng. Being of a w ild variety, its chief 
lesire is to climb trees or to balk, 
lut after much 
loud 
shouting and 
orcible persuasion it 
is reluctantly 
ndined to travel in the road. 
“There are Irish jaunting cars and 
Russian droskhies, English landeaus 
md American buggies, but for genu 
inc torture I doubt if anything can 
surpass an Indian jutka. 
“But I must stop. Mrs. Cooper joins 
me in kindest regards, which we also 
lend to the- members of our former 
congregation.

No witness has ever been 
found who saw the accident. Nothing 
but the mute evidence of a defective 
condition of the roadbed and some im­ 
prints, in the mud a few feet from 
w here, the body was found pointed to 
che possible cause of Spillers’' death. 
The westbound 
freight 
train 
upon 
which the deceased was working as a 
brakeman at the time passed through 
Boonville about 1:35 in the morning. 
The brakeman when last seen alive 
was walking on the -roof of his train 
a short distance east cf where his 
oody was later found. 
The jury found that Mr. Spillers was 
shaken or jerked off the top of his 
train by the violent movement of the 
cars as they passed over the spongy 
and 
defective 
track. 
The railroad’s 
contention that the deceased was kill­ 
ed b>* lightning during 
the 
violent 
storm that was raging at the time, 
,vas repudiated by the jury. 
The case was filed at Sedalia in 
March of Iyi2 by Harvey D. Dow and 
waken to Benton county by the railway 
company on a change of venue, where 
it was given up by Mr. Flow' and dis­ 
missed for want of prosecution, but 
tater reinstated by Judge Calvin! at

HE BEGAN NEWSPAPER BUSINESS HERI 


Removed to Oklahoma Several Year? 
Ago and Died at Guthrie, Where 
His Widow and Children 
Are Still Residing. 


Judge Jesse Dunn, of Oakland, Cal 
form er noted Oklahoman and chief jus 
lice of the suprem e court, who ha> 
been visiting in Oklahoma the past 
few weeks, was in Cherokee the oihe 
day . In an interview’ in the Cherokee 
Republican, Judge Dunn paid the fol 
lowing fine tribute to the late Fred S 
Barde, for m any years a resident o 
Sedalia, who died at 
his 
home 
ii 
Guthrie, Oklahom a: 
Fred Barde has never had a counter 
part in the history of this state. Then 
is none to take his place, as he hat 
no understudy. 
Ile w as the one mar 
who knew Oklahoma, its history am 
its men better than any other mar 
within it. 
* 
For tw enty years he had been en 
gaged every day in w riting the stor} 
of its childhood, youth and maturity 
The buffalo was gone and the cowboy 
the range and the long trail wTere jus 
leaving w hen he came. There was no 
an elem ent of its^life that he did no 
live, know’, understand and write. He 
wrote thousands of columns of now'} 
m atters for the metropolitan papers t> 
the nation w hich w*ent. into every cor 
ner of the world and told the story o 
the substantial resources and the well 
meaning citizenship of this common 
wealth. 
He did more than any man in tin 
state to reduce the interest rate, ane 
to teach th at most timid of all pros 
pectors, money, that it might ente 
hero and feel and know' security. 
No 
only 
that, 
but his optimistic, well 
w ritten characterization of the prairi 
life kept many a settler on his cl a in 
and helped him to turn his raw* lam 
into a farm. 
He knew the m erits o 
the different varieties and qualities o 
wheat, coni, kaffir corn 
and 
foragf 
crops. 
The farm er knew’ better after Ii 
had told it that his com and crops fee 
to stock and hogs paid him highc 
prices than they did delivered at th 
elevator. 
He understood the goverr 
ment of the territory and state fro] 
the school district and its organizatioi 
to the township, county, and upwan 
to the governor’s chair. 
He knew th 
formation and the organization of o\ 
erv political party, of every conventioi 
and of every legislature of the state 
He knew’ the men personally am 
intim ately who w ere doing the thing 
looking to the betterm ent of the ter 
ritory and the organization 
of 
tin 
state and was their confidant, coadju 
tor and adviser at the immediate Unit 
of their activity. 
He knew' men, In 
knew* hum an nature, and while he wai 
not a hero worshipper he was an in 
tense adm irer of every character wh< 
helped to build the state, 
and 
win 
added any real thing of value to it 
creation. 
No man in the state knew intimately 
and well so m any of its public charac 
tors, and none has w ritten of them a 
has he. 
Not only this, but he had t 
natural instinct and an intense intel 
est in the history and the lives of th* 
old arm y and range days of the terri 
tory, and he wrote of these times a: 
has no one else. 
This historical lore he secured b; 
traveling miles ju st to see, meet anc 
interview’ some old survivor. 
He hat 
the talent in dealing with these sub 
jects which so few’ journalists pos 
sess. 
He never interjected his owl 
conclusions, judgm ents 
or 
decision! 
into his writings. 
He said, “I am sum 
ply a receptacle of 
facts 
which 
I 
gather together and let each readd 
draw’ all the conclusions which art 
drawn.” 
It is this which lends such a great 
value 
to 
the 
historical part of hi} 
work, particularly w here he has dealt 
with the lives and the characters of 
the men of the state. He was exceed 
ingly methodical in his work and care­ 
fully kept all of the rare photographs 
mementos and relics w’hich 
he 
had 
gat hered. 
Not only this, but his “morgue,” as 
he called it, contains complete files ol 
all his agricultural, historical and po 
lit ica.1 writings. The 
story 
of 
the 
m aking of a state can nowhere else 
be found in such an 
accurate 
and 
complete form. 
I do not know’ what 
the wishes of his family are in refer­ 
ence to these m atters, but entertaining 
the affection w’hich I do for Oklahoma, 
I feel that it is the duty of the incom 
ing legislature to take such step* as 
may be necessary to have this valu­ 
able 
collection 
properly 
assembled, 
duly catalogued and placed 
in 
the 
keeping of the State Historical society, 
w'here it will be available for all fu­ 
ture time for those who desire accu­ 
rate knowiedge of the 
things 
w’ith 
w’hich he dealt. 
A small appropriation will accom­ 
plish this and it would be a fitting 
tribute to the m an w’ho, more ^han 
anyone else, could say to the folks of 
Oklahoma; 
“I have eaten your bread and salt, 
I have drunk your w ater and wine, 
The 
deaths 
ye 
have died 
I 
have 
watched beside, 
And the lives you have lived were 
mine.” 
There ought to be no opposing voice 
to the establishment in the State His­ 
torical society of “The Barde Collec­ 
tion.”

President W ilson’s 
notes 
to

warring powers puts a new aspect on 
the international 
situation, 
and, ac 
cording to the opinion of many au­ 
thorities on world politics, will brine 
peace negotiations very much nearer 
than 
was 
thought 
possible 
aftoi 
Lloyd George had made 
bls speed 
to parliament explaining the govern 
ment’s attitude toward the Teutonic 
proposals. 
The fact that this govern 
ment forwaiMed 
those 
proposals lo 
the various nations without accompa­ 
nying them with an expression of the 
president’s desire that, at least, they 
be given earnest consideration, 
was 
taken at the time to mean that the 
United States did not feel called up­ 
on to commi itself in the circumstan 
ces. 
With 
this 
belief it may have 
been the allies did not feel constrain 
ed to take the matter as seriously as 
might otherwise have been the case 
and thereupon mhde 
announcement 
of the demands they would insist up 
on before meeting their foes on any 
common ground. 
It seems evident now that the real 
reason the 
proposals 
carried 
with 
them no word 
from 
the 
American 
government was because the coursf 
of action that has been followed had 
been mapped out 
by 
the president 
before he had even an intimation of 
the offer of the central powers, and 
when it came, to have made official 
comment would 
have 
seriously af­ 
fected the plan 
of 
procedure 
upon 
which he had determined. 
With the dispatch of his notes to 
all the powers, plainly expressing the 
attitude of the country regarding the 
matters at issue, 
there 
can 
be no 
mistake as to w’here w*e 
stand 
and 
that the return of peace is ardently 
hoped for by the American govern­ 
ment and Its people. 
A careful reading of the communi 
cations demonstrates that the presi 
dent has gone to the root of thing* 
in pointing out the interest the Unit­ 
ed States has in the present distress 
ing conditions and how necessary it 
is for its protection and future w*e’.l 
being to know* w*hat the attitude of 
the belligerents now is, and w*hat I* 
will be should genuine and concrete 
efforts be made to bring hostilities tc 
an end.

cause and what the nations engaged 
are fighting to accomplish, and point?

definitely 
stated.” 
“Never yet,” he

The world has beer 
left to conjecture what definite re­ 
sults, what actual exchange of guar

225,580 as a peace and 298,000 as r 
w*ar strength, while the 
former au­ 
thorized strength

and 122.693 men. Under the new act 
the strength of the national guard Is 
contemplated at 
17,000 
officers and 
440,000 men. It is a matter of gener­ 
al knowledge that the national guard 
is less than half this size at present 
after every slate has 
made the ut 
most effort to increase its forces foi 
service south. It doesn’t look promis 
ing from that viewpoint, which seems 
to prove that the system of voluntary 
‘service is a failure. 
There seems to be little doubt that 
the calling of the state troops to he 
border had, and will have, a most 
deterrent effect 
upon 
recruiting in 
the regular service as well as the na 
tional guard. Men who went to the 
order at great personal sacrifice will 
not forget the hardships which their 
absence caused their families, not ti 
speak of business affiliations.
